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INDIAN BOILER REOULATIONS, 1960 

FOREWORD 

The Indian Boiler Regulations, 19124 have been revised so 
as to bring them in line with the latest industrial develop- 
ments and requirements. In carrying out the revision, the 
Central Boilers Board have been guided by the criticisms 
received on the draft regulations both from India and abroad. 

The Draft Indian Boiler Regulations (Chaj'iters I to X) 
and the Draft Regulations relating to Ihe Ecoiomisers and 
Feed-pipes (Chapter XI) were published m the Gazettes of 
India Extraordinary dated October 3rd, 1946 nnd June 16th, 
1947 under Central Boilers Board Notihcationf No, EL-Il/ 
304(1), dated the 27th September 1946 and No. EL-Tl/304(2), 
date<l tlie 9th May 1947 respectively, for general criticism. 
The Boat'd have examined the criticisms received and have 
suitably modified the regulations where necessary. 

The more important change in the revised Indian Boiler 
Regulations is the introduction of a new Chajiter relating to 
Economisers, and Eeed-pipea. The regulations provide for 
the independent registration of Economisers and their satis- 
factory inspection and safe operation. The other changes 
con.sist of the addition of a new Chapter relating to Fusion 
Welded and Seamless Forged Drums for Water Tube Boilers 
and Superheaters, 

Extracts from the British Standards Specifications and 
American Society of Mechanic? I Engineers Boiler Construe 
tion Code have been incorporated with the courtesv of the 
British Standards Institution, London and American Society 
of Alechanical Engineers, New York.
